“Perhaps the most sensational fact 
about this new product,” said Dr. 
Herty, “is its strength and light 
weight. It has a burst strength of 
10 to 12 pounds a square inch, com- 
pared with only 6 to 10 pounds for 
the standard newsprint. It is a 350- 
pound paper, while the standard is 32. 

“This means that newspapers, if 
able to buy it, would receive 6 2-3 per 
cent more sheets per ton and their 
mailing costs by weight would -be 
6 2-3 per cent less. 
| “The strength and weight tests 
were made by W. G. McNaughton. 
/one of the best-known experts in the 
' American paper trade. He is now as- 
| sis ant research chemist at the Sa- 
vannah plant.”

WASHINGTON, March 14.—(4)— 
The principal provisions of the Cullen 
beer-revenue bill passed today by the 
house follow: 

Legalizes beer, ale, lager beer and 
porter of 3.2 per cent maximum alco- 
holic contest by weight or 4 per cent 
by volume by amending the Volstead 
law to provide that “nothing” in it 
“shall apply to any of the following, 
or to any act or failure to act im re- 
spect of any of the following, contain- 
ing not more than 3.2 per cent of alco- 
hol by weight: Beer, ale, porter, or 
other similar fermented liquor.” 

Levies a tax of $5 a barrel of 31 
eallons to yield approximately $125,- 
YU0.000 to $150,000,000 a year.

Meanwhile. the senate rushed 
through the bill of Senator Robinson, 
of Arkansas, the administration lead- 
er, authorizin; federal reserve banks 
to make direct loans to state banks. 
The bill also authorizes the reserve 
system and the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to make loans to 
conservators of banks under reor- 
ganization. with the approval of the 
comptroller of the currency.

IN DIXIE TORNADO 
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Arkansas and southeast Missouri. 
Extensive damage was reported at 
Caruthersville, Mo. The tornado 
headed due east then and dipped next 
in middle Tennessee, 

The little mining town of Pruden, 
Tenn., suffered extensively. Six per- 
sons were killed there. More than a 
score were injured. They were rush- 
ed to Middlesboro, Ky., for treatment. 

Kingsport, an industrial center in 
east Tennessee and Jellico—home of 


nw tc Moore, the opera star—next re- 
it 


ted the tornado. Six were killed 
at Kingsport but Jellico reported no 
deaths. 

_ Holton, Antras, Eagan, Clairfield, 
Valley Creek, Fonds, Newcomb, Wool- 
dridge and Proctor—all mining towns 
of the upper Tennessee country—were 
swept, but no deaths were reported. 

Oswego, Harrogate Hit. 

_Oswego and Harrogate—the latter 
site of Lincoln Memorial Universit y— 
and each reported a death. 

Damage in Jellico alone was esti- 
mated at $100,000 and destruction in 
the Clear Fork valley was estimated 
at $500,000 more. 

The national guard was called oit 
here to preserve order. 

Relief forces were organized quickly 
here. National guardsmen were mo- 
bilized. The Salvation Army estab- 
lished a relief hut. The Y. W..C. A. 
threw open its doors to the unfortu- 
nates who were made homeless. 


Red Cross on Duty. 


The Red Cross went into action im- 
mediately and Mayor Hilary FE. Howse 
ordered all policemen, firemen and 
street cleaners to go into action in the 
stricken section of East Nashville, All 
deputies sheriff were ordered on pa- 
trol duty. 

Hail followed in the wake of the 
tornado as it tore from the valley 
country, across the blue grass region 
aud apparently spent its force acainst 


' the hills of east Tennessee. 


The numerous little cities that sur- 
round Nashville apparently escaped, 
although Bellwood—a_ village near 
Lebanon—was struck and two were 
killed ‘here. 


Sections of East Nashville present- 
ed a view of utter desolation. Scores 
of buildings, including some of brick 
construction, were leveled, scattering 
debris across the streets and blocking 
many of them. Large trees were up- 
rooted, Several street. cars were 


‘stranded and abandoned. 


Two negro churches and a negro 
school, all brick. were wrecked within 
a small area. Five were hurt in one 


'of the churches. 


Many homes in East Nashville were 
blown down. Parts of two downtown 
buildings caved in and other strue- 
tures in the business section of the 
city were damaged. 

Meanwhile Adjutant General J. H. 
Ballew ordered out more than 100 
National Guardsmen to patrol the 
most severely stricken section and 
help “in any possible way.” ‘ 

One of the fires causing most dam- 
age, officials said, was at the plant 
of the Hermitage-Portland Cement 
Company. Fire and police officials 
estimated the damage at $500,000.

COTTON MEASURE 
10 GO UNSIGNED 


Roosevelt Expected To 
Combine Feature of Bill 
in New Message. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt has decided 
against signing the Smith cotton pool 
bill—pocket vetoed by President Hoo- 
ver—holding among other things that 
the constitutional questionability of 
his right to do so would bring on le- 
gal complications. 

In authoritative quarters interested 
in the passage of the bill, it was 
stated tonight that Mr. Roosevelt 
might combine some features of the 
emergency cotton relief plan in a gen- 
eral farm program he is expected to 
send to congress shortly. 

The cotton bill, which President 
Hoover declined to sign on the closing 
day of the last congress, would com- 
bine under one agency all the govern- 
ment’s cotton, which would be sold on 
credit to cotton growers in exchange 
for agreements to reduce production. 

After Mr. Hoover's refusal to ap- 
prove it, Representative Cox, of Geor- 
gia, called on President Roosevelt and 
appealed to him to sign it. He con- 
tended that the law gave the presi- 
dent—regardless of who might be in 
the office—the right to sign a bill for 
10 days after the expiration of con- 
gress.
